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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed June 16, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

(A) Applicant contends that the RealPlayer application itself is not limited to accessing preselected 
sites. 

(B) Applicant contends that the Bezos patent does not teach or suggest a browser that is capable of 
retrieving content from only preselected sites that are related to providing a particular product. 

In considering (A), applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The Examiner contends that the 
RealPlayer application disclosed by the manual is considered a client portal. RealPlayer allows a user to 
access radio, news, and watch movie clips, all within the RealPlayer application. Therefore, it is 
considered that the RealPlayer application reads on all the limitations presented by claim 1 of the instant 
application. The claim does not say that the client portal itself is limited to accessing preselected sites. It 
does say however that it is "capable of retrieving content from only, preselected sites". It is believed that 
the RealPlayer manual shows buttons that are capable of accessing preselected content when activated. 

In considering (B), applicant's arguments are not persuasive. It is the Examiner's position that 
the browser in combination with the Web page disclosed by Bezos is considered the client portal. Bezos 
discloses a Web page where a user can go and view information about products. The preselected sites 
are implied since it is up to the Web master which products and sites are linkable from the Web page. If 
the claim language said a browser only capable of retrieving content from preselected sites that are 
related to providing the particular product, rather than "a browser capable of retrieving content from only 
preselected sites that are related to providing the particular product", then the claim would be placing a 
limitation on the browser functionality, as opposed to the preselected sites as the way it is claimed now. 
Therefore, the browser that is claimed, can potentially access any site. Given this explanation, it is clear 
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that the Bezos patent, although using a conventional browser to access the product Web site, is capable 
of retrieving content from only preselected sites that are related to providing a particular product (i.e. 
those products that the Web master has set up to be linkable).
